ALEXANDER DUMAS once said: "All generalizations 
are dangerous, even this one." 


Nevertheless, it may be asserted that the Law Faculty 
Council has over the past year made several decisions 
that mark the direction for a closer liason between 
students and faculty. Several decisions may be cited 
in support of this proposition. 


It was accepted that section rather than class averages 
should be reported on student transcripts so that in- 
dividual standings would more accurately reflect rela- 
tive performance. 


The L. F. C, endorsed a General Faculties proposal 
that students be represented on faculty tenure 
performance. 


It was also accepted in principle that the student body 
has a valid contribution to make in the assessment of 
teaching performance, A committee composed of 

two faculty members, Professors Stuart and Dewar, and 
two students, Barrie Neff and Fred Day, was struck to 
draft an Instructor Evaluation Questionnaire. At a later 
L. F. C. meeting the questionnaire was slightly modi- 
fied and eventually approved for distribution to stu- 
dents, so that instructor performance in the first term 
courses could be assessed. These questionnaires will 
also be used to provide additional information for the 
Faculty Promotions Committee in its deliberations with 
respect to merit increments for individual professors. 
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The January meeting adopted the following motion: 


Under special circumstances, and subject to the ap- 
proval of the Dean obtained within two weeks of the 
commencement of a regular law school term, a student 
may take optional courses toward the degree of L.1.B. 
In any event, no approval should be given to cure a 
deficiency which has been acquired during the last law 
school term. 


Students disagreeing with the Dean's decision are able 
to appeal to the General Faculties Council. 


At a meeting to determine the criteria for admission 
of new students, it was decided that selection will be 
an objective process relying equally on an applicant's 
L.S,A.T. score and grade point average. 


There are still many innovations that must be made in 
the Law Faculty's regulations. A proposal to institute 
an academic appeals procedure was narrowly defeated 
and is under appeal to G, F.C, It is still undecided 
whether a student having fewer than forty-five demerit 
points will be able to write two supplemental 
examinations, 


In closing, it should be pointed out that although stu- 
dents have made some progress this year, there re- 
mains much to be done. It is hoped that the present 
good relations between students and faculty will facili- 
tate accomplishments of these objectives.

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One of the least heralded but most vital aspects of Law 
School is Student Legal Services. Under the leadership 
of Dave Finlay, 125 students participated in a number 
of projects during the past year. 


The Boyle Street Project involved 47 students from all 
years in law. Two students worked with a food cooper- 
ative in the area, investigating facets of consumer 
law, while four others attended Victoria Composite 
High School to set up a moot court program. Two oth- 
er S,L.S. members were instrumental in researching 
housing in the area, and as a result, City Council is 
now making plans for the demolition of houses unfit 
for human habitation. Slated for the future, is more 
work on welfare appeals and a program for the elderly, 
including seminars on wills and estates and landlord 
and tenant law. 


Eleven students worked on the West-10 Project, coor- 
dinating their efforts with the West Edmonton Social 
Task Force to provide essential social services and 
social action programs. Two man teams were assigned 
to educational projects, included a youth-oriented 
topic, "Alcohol and the Law", and a high school pro- 
gram based on civil liberties in the criminal law 
process. In addition, S,L.S. students contributed 
articles to the community newspaper and participated 
in the taping of aC.B,C. documentary on the West-= 
10 Project to be shown on the national television show, 
"Wake 30, 


The Hardisty Project, while not serving as many peo-= 
ple as Boyle Street and West-10, was involved in 
similar community work as well as the usual individual 
caseload. 


Another group journeyed monthly to the Fort Saskat- 
chewan Gaol. Students met with inmates to familiarize 
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them with Student Legal Services and to assist them in 
preparing briefs for the inquiry into the administration 
of justice in the lower courts, 


A new concept this year was the use of "team lawyers". 
About 40 members of the Edmonton bar volunteered to 
supervise, check, advise and assist in problem solving. 
Between September and December, 608 cases were 
handled, the majority of these being divorce,. com- 
mercial, Criminal Code, landlord/tenant and provin- 
cial offence cases. 


In addition, S,L.S. contributed to two in-service train- 
ing sessions, one for Native Court Workers, the other 
for the teachers of Law 20 with the Edmonton Public 
School Board, Assistance was given to the Norwood 
Neighbourhood Association in the preparation of a brief 
for more city parks, and similar help was given to the 
Metis Association in the area of hunting and fishing 
rights, and to assist the Indian Rights for Women group. 
(The historical basis of enfranchisement is currently 
being examined. )S.L.S. is also working with a group 
of residents from Faust, Alberta, attempting to resolve 
discrepancies in welfare payments and health services. 


Student Legal Services deserves congratulations for 
their contributions to the community as well as provid- 
ing its participants with valuable educational

The first National Conference on Women and the Law 
was held in Windsor, Ontario March 14-16, 1974. It 
was funded primarily by the Department of Justice. 
Delegates from all Canadian law schools attended. 
The great majority were women, though a few men 
attended. One afternoon session dealt with the question 
of married women's property rights, the difficulties 
arising out of MURDOCH, and some of the kinds of 
legislative schemes that might be used to rectify the 
situation. The other three sessions dealt less with 
changing the law than with examining inequities exist- 
ing despite legislation already in effect, including 
federal and provincial Bills of Rights. Legislative 
change was, however, always an underlying considera- 
tion. Discussion focussed on the position, in history 
and today, of working women generally with some 
emphasis on professionals. Further discussed were some 
of the underlying legal, sociological, economic and 
psychological "reasons" for the discrepancies between 


opportunities and rewards available to men and women. 


The degree of dedication and concern of all involved 
was extremely high, as was pointed out by Pauline 
Jewett at the dinner which closed the Conference on 
Saturday evening. 


One of the most important long range effects of the 
Conference was the establishment of a National Organ- 
ization of Women in Law, the objects of which include 
dealing with problems not only of women lawyers and 
law students, but also of secretaries and paralegal 
workers. It is expected that, while the legal experi- 
ence is the focus of this organization, that experience 
will be brought to bear on situations involving women 
in the community at large. As some of the women 
within the Faculty here have recently organized their 
own women's group and as we wanted communication 
With people with similar views in other schools, this 
result of the Conference has been a particularly wel- 
come one, 


It was hoped by all involved that this would be the first 
of a long series of such conferences.
